NEW YORK STATE SÜßE. 


A Yeiy Intelligent Review off the Sit- 
uation 1>r A e Sentinel'« Special 
BepresentstiTe—Fact« and 
Fiyore«.

NEW YOBK, Oct. 19.—The 
develop- 
ments of the republican plan to carry 
the election by fraud are exciting in- 
tense indignation among New Yorkers. 
State and local pride is very strong here, 
and the knowledge that the republicans 
hope to win by bartering away the suf- 
frages of New York to a party of elec- 
tion manipulators imported from Penn- 
sylvania will in itself win thousands of 
votes against them in this city. 
More 
than a month ago the plot was oonsu- 
mated. 
Chairman Quay was at Atlantic 
City. 
Bill Leeds and Boss McManes 
conferred with him, 
and then com- 
menced these series of óbnferences and 
operations that are now 
carried on 
through the means of Quay's kitchen 
cabinet here. 
These meetings are not 
held at republican headquarters but at 
the Everett house and the participants 
are surprised that their doings are not 
kept secret. 
They find it, however, use- 
} 
to 
attempt 
this, 
and 
in 
spite 
of 
his 
detestable 
repu- 
tation 
as 
an 
election 
fraud, 
the notorious Leeds, it is said, is to be 
installed at republican headquarters in 
open charge of election management. 
Chris McGee, Quay's old time rival 
whom he euchred at Chicago by his deal 
with Harrison, has spent a week here 
and the two worthies have oome to an 
agieement about the plan of intended 
conquest of New York by the Philadel- 
phia machine. 


During the next few days there are 
likely to be disclosures that wiU astonish 
this country. 
The effect of yesterday's 
registration in this city has been to in- 
crease 
democratic 
confidences. 
The 
total excess of voters recorded for this 
year over the two first two days of 1884 
is 35,000. 
This seems a rery large gain 
in the democratic plurality for presiden- 
tial election. 


The following expression of opinion 
from the national democratic committee 
and from a representative man of Tam- 
many hall, shows how the 
registration 
is regarded by those most familiar with 
such aflfairs: 


Hon. J. J. Richardson, 
committee- 
man from Iowa, said: 
"Of course we 
are gratified by the result of yesterday's 
registration in New York showing a 
continuation of the increase over 1884, 
which was so marked on the fii-st day. 
Taking the two days together the in- 
crease of 35,000 in the whole toivn and 
the gain in every district shows us that 
the popular interest is intense and gives 
assurance of a very large plurality for 
the 
democratic presidential electors, 
large enough to make the carrying of 
the state certain by handsome 
figures. 
As I said after the first days registration, 
iu a great democratic community like 
this where the number of votes increase 
largely, the gain must tell in favor of 
the democratic party. 
We are going to 
have over 10,000 more democratic votes 
as things now are than if there were 
only a single democratic nomination for 
mayor. 
The more interest in demo- 
cratic pohtics throughout the city, the 
less will be heard of republican efforts 
to reduce the 
democratic vote 
by 
the nonsensical 
talk 
about 
free 
trade. 
The working people hereabouts, 
all we could hear, made up their minds 
that the democrats are their best friends 
and their only true friends, and in a 
word the republican campaign among 
the masses is comjjletely broken down. 
We feel very sure of success, a very 
great success, but the encouragement 
is only going to make us work harder 
than ever until the last hour of election 
day." 


Gen. Francis D. Spinola, Tammany 
congressman for the 
Tenth district, 
said: 
"I think you can say that the 
very heavy increase in the registration 
comes from the democratic jjart of the 
city, and it is not only a strong but al- 
most a certain indication that the demo- 
cratic majority in the city of New York 
will reach 60,000. The apparent dissen- 
sions in the party in this city, to those 
not familiar with the politics of New 
York, may have an unfavorable appear- 
ance, but there is nothing that can trans- 
pire on account of the divisions here 
that wiU have a tendency to reduce the 
vote on the national ticket. 
I should 
not be surprised if the popular vote in 
the city of New York on the 6th of No- 
vember reached 270,000, making it an 


u t t e r impossibility for the republicans 
to poll more than 90,000 to 100,000 at 
the very maximum, while a few will be 
given for the prohibition candidate, and 
Bome will be scattering, and the balance 
will be the demooratio majority which I 
thii^ you will find on the ai^fht of the 


election will exceed the figures I have 
named. 
Any of our 
friends 
out- 
side of the city who have the least 
apprehension in regard to the result 
will have their fears allayed by a con- 
sideration of the facts I have presented. 
There will be no trading on the national 
or state tickets, and none of the dissen" 
tions on local candidates will in any way 
affect the national and state ticket." 


With reference to the vote of the Brook- 
lyn district, Attorney Bidgeway said last 
evening that the plurality for Cleveland 
and Thurman in that city •v^ould cer- 
tainly exceed 20,000. 


The developments of the last few days 
have led to an increase in the estimate of 
Cleveland's plurality to 4,000. 
The cal- 
culation is based upon careful reports of 
counties made upon by election districts 
and the personal canvass throughout 
the state is being conducted with unus- 
ual thoroughness. 
A careful examina- 
tion of the aflfairs of the business men's 
Cleveland associations 
made 
to-day 
shows that there are twenty-three clubs 
actively at work and that, by actual 
count, there are twice as many New 
York business men now enrolled as sup- 
porters of Cleveland for the election of 
1888 as there were during the contest of 
1884. A large part of the increase 
comes from members who voted for 
Blaine four years ago, and the list of 
such accessions includes 
some very 
prominent names. Among the instances 
of increase of this association are the 
wholesale di-y goods club which four 
years ago to-day had a veiy small mem- 
bership, but finally turned out 7,000 
men on the last parade before election. 
To-day the enrolled membei-ship of the 
organization is 9,000, and not less than 
15,000 are expected to parade in the 
final procession. 


The lawyers have a large and flour- 
ishing organization, including 
many 
former republicans, among them is Ed- 
ward M. 
Dickerson, 
the celebrated 
patent lawyer. 


The stock and petroleum organization 
has 300 members. 
Its total member- 
ship last presidential campaign was less 
than half that number. 


The Produce and Maritime Exchange 
club tiimed out 400 strong in 1884 and 
has now 1,500 names on its rolls. 
The 
mercantile sentin;ent of New York was 
never so strongly enlisted in any politi- 
cal campaign, as it now is on behalf of 
the election of Cleveland and Thur- 
man. 


The indications are 
unmistakeable 
that the estimate of 60,000 plurality in 
this city for the democratic presidential 
electors is too small rather than too 
large. 


Governor Hill has received to-day 
many congi'atulations at the Hoffman 
house, on the admirable work done by 
him for the national democratic ticket 
during his western tour. 
He said last 
night that he was equally delighted 
with the confident and victorious spirit 
of the western democratic hosts exliibited 
during his tour and with the veiy effect- 
ive work done here during his absence, 
the e\'idences of which are to be seen on 
every hand. 
Without specifying figures 
he said that he felt certain that the 
democratic pluralities in this city, iu 
Brooklyn and in the state would exceed 
the most sanguine calculations yet pub- 
lished. 


Governor Hill will to-morrow re>'iew 
the National Guards of Brooklyn and 
New York and will attend the gi-eat 
democratic meeting iu the evening.

the history of politics. 
No money had 
been furaished and the national commit- 
tee would do nothing. 
Mr. Huston 
further said that the campaign could 
not be carried on successfully mthout 
money. 
The different counties exact 
promises from the state committee, and 
if these promises were not kept, and if 
no money was forthcoming, the republi- 
cans in such counties as Jackson, which 
needed encouragement and assistance, 
would never see daylight. 


He said that under the cii-cumstances, 
being treated so 
shabbily 
by 
the 
national committee, it was necessary, to 
preserve Gen. Harrison and all republi- 
cans of Indiana from disgi-ace, to caiTy 
Indiana at any cost. 
For the election 
to be made republican without carrying 
Indiana would indelibly disgrace Gen. 
Hanison, and if his name was ever 
brought before the public or a conven- 
tion, it would be said he could not cany 
his own state. 
The thing to do, Mr.

Life in the Goal Viliages. 


T h e collection of hutb about the aver- 
age coal mine hardly deserves the name 
of village. 
In the 
anthracite 
regions 
coal is dug in some of the most beauti- 
ful valleys of the country, but nature is 
not permitted to c^iile in the immediate 
vicinity of the homes of the miners. 
At 
the mouth of the pit rises a great coal- 
breaker, tall, ugly, black 
with dust, 
filled with 
clattering machinery. 
Its 
hard, bare walls are broken by 
a few 
windows, so dirty that only a little dis- 
mal light struggles 
in to those 
who 
work at breaking the coal "into the sizes 
of commerce. 
Near the breaker is the 
culm . heap, a mountain of coal 
dust. 
T h e culm heaps intnide themselves into 
the landscape everywhere. 
They fill 
up all the low spaces in the mountains, 
and stretch 
themselves 
out 
over 
the 
valleys, 
obscuring 
views, and 
send- 
ing 
their 
bi»griming 
dust 
whii'l- 
ing 
with 
every 
wind 
that 
crosses 
them. 
In 
the 
villages 
they block 
up the streets. Even in so large and im- 
portant a place as Scranton they lie di- 
rectly 
in the 
roadway. 
Where 
the 
beauties of the country are not 
blotted 
out by the unsightly edifices of 
this 
prosperous business, or by its still more 
unsightly refu:se, the 
owners 
of the 
mines reside. 
The av(irage coal village 
is like nothing in the purely agricultural 
regions. 
Occasionally a New England 
manufacturing settlement gives strong 
evidence of the dire poverty of the peo- 
ple. 
But there is something to break 
the monotony of the signs of distress. 
The mill-owner or his superintendenl 
lives in the village, and the roads are 
taken care of by the 
selectmen of the 
town. 
As a rule, there is no street in 
the coal village. 
There is only a road 
which 
straggles 
along 
between 
the 
houses. 
It is red w ith iron dust gener- 
ally, for iron ore and c<ial do not lie far 
apart. Into its rough ditches the untidy 
people shovel the 
filth 
that has accu- 
mxilated in their houses until it becomes 
an almost impassable mass of nastiness. 
Pigs and cattle stray over the way at 
pleasure, but there is no ver<lure along 
its sides. 
Trees do not .shade it. 
Tha 
,air is thick with tlie odor of garbage. 
Sanitary devices are unheard of. 
There 
are, indeed, one or two model Aallages 
in the whole state, but they would not 
excite the admiration of those who are 
familiar with the work of the Cheneys, 
the Willmantic Thread Company, and 
Mr. Pullman. 
The miners live apart. 
Tlieir employers are great railroad 
and 
coal companies. 
There is no one in 
their neighborhoi id to look after their 
interests. 
The Company buiids 
some 
htits big enough to give a shelter to the 
neces.suz'y number of peoi)le. 
The rent 
is very high, and the 
accommodations 
are squalid. 
Occassionally a thrifty and 
tidy Irish or Welsh women will try to 
brighten her lionie by keeping it clean, 
but 
neither 
cleanliness u'^r 
godliness 
prospers under the blighting influence 
of the coal mines. 
The degraded Poles 
and Hungarians make thtiir neigiibor- 
hood'so completely wretclted that all de- 
sire for a better state of thii*gs seems 
to be destroyed. 
The beer-shop is the 
only place for recreation that is found 
in most of the villages. 
Sometimes the 
presence of an unusually large number 
of Irish miners will result in the estab- 
lishment of a Catholic chajiel in a de- 
serted store, or a rude bnihling may be 
i 
mt up for the })iit pnse. 
It is very rare, 
lowever, even w here (lie cliapel e.'^ists, 
to find a priest in a tninitig cani)>. 
The

some one from Uie m^arest village or

The oolleotion of hute about the aver- 


age coal mine hardly deaervett the name 
of village. 
In tho anthracite regions 


coal is dug in some of the most beauti- 
ful valleys of the country, but nature is 
not permitted to qmile in ttie immediate 
vicinity of the hornet) of the miners. At 
the. mouth of the pit rises a great coal: 
breaker, tall, ugly, black with dust, 
filled with clattering machinery. 
Its 


hard, bare walls are broken by a few 
windows, BO dirty that only a little dis- 
mal light struggles iu to those who 
work at breaking the coal "into the sizes 
of. commerce. Near the breaker is the 
culm . heap, a mountain of coal dust. 
The culm heaps intrude themselves into 
the landscape everywhere. 
They fill 


up all the low spaces in the mountains. 
and stretch themselves out over the 
valleys, obscuring views, and send- 
ing 
their 
begriming 
dust 
whirl- 


ing 
with every wind that crosses 


them. 
In the* villages they block 


up the streets. Even in so large and im- 
portant a place as Scranton they lie di- 
rectly in the roadway. Where the 
beauties .of the country are not blotted 
out by the unsightly edifices of this 
prosperous business, or by its still more 
unsightly refuse, the owners of the 
mines reside. The average coal village 
is like nothing in the purely agricultural 
regions. Occasionally a New England 
manufacturing settlement gives strong 
evidence of the dire poverty of the peo- 
ple. 
Bnt there is something to break 


the monotony of the signs of distress. 
The mill-owner or his superintendent 
lives in. the „ village, and the roads are 
taken cftre of by the selectmen of the 
town. As a rule, -there is no street in 
the coal village. There is only a road 
which straggles along between the 
houses. It is red with iron dust gener- 
ally, for iron ore and coal do not lie far 
apart. Into its rough ditches the untidy 
people shovel the filth that has accu- 
mulated in their houses until it becomes 
an almost impassable mass of uastiness. 
Pigs and cattle stray over the way at 
'pleasure, but there is no verdure along 
ite sides. Trees do not shade it. The 
;air is thick with the odor of garbage. 
Sanitary devices are unheard of. There 
are, indeed, one or two model villages 
in the whole state, but they would not 
excite the admiration of those who are 
familiar with the work of the Cheneys, 
the Willmantic Thread Company, and 
Mr. Pullman. The miners live apart. 
Their employers are great railroad and 
coal companies. There is no one in 
their neighborhood to look after theiz 
interests. The Company builds some 
huta big enough to give a shelter to the 
necessary number of people. The rent 
is very high, and the accommodations 
are squalid. Occasionally a thrifty and 
tidy Irish or Welsh women will try to 
brighten her home by keeping it clean, 
bnt neither clennlinesH nr>r godliness 
prospers under the blighting influence 
of the coal mines. The dctrruded Poles 
wnd Hungarians make their neighbor- 
hood 'so completely wretched that all de- 
sire for a better state of things seems 
to be destroyed. 
Tim toer-shop is the 


only place for reoraition that is found 
in moat of tho villages. Sometimes the 
presence of an unusually large number 
of Irish miners will result in the estab- 
lishment of a Catholic chapel in a de- 
serted store, or a rude building may be 
nut up for the purpose. It in very rare, 
aowever, oven where the ulm)>ul er.ists, 
bo find a priest iu u mining camp. The 
services of the church are performed by 
some one from the nearest village or 
rfkv
